Registration   Procedure 

Each  student  in  the  College  is  assigned  to  a  faculty 
counselor,  or  major  advisor,  one  of  whose  functions  is  to 
help  the  student  select  courses  in  order  to  meet  require- 
ments and  to  achieve  the  educational  objectives  of  the 
student. 

Persons  planning  to  take  workshop  courses  must  regis- 
ter in  person  on  the  first  registration  day. 

Fees  are  payable  when  the  election  of  courses  has  been 
approved  by  the  Dean's  Office  during  any  regularly  sched- 
uled registration  period.  Fees  must  be  paid  in  full  before 
registration  is  completed. 

Students  m.ay  register  within  four  days  after  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Summer  Session  by  paying  the  late  registra- 
tion fee. 

Courses  may  not  be  added  or  dropped  except  with  the 
permission  of  the  Registrar's  Office.  Permission  to  add 
will  not  be  granted  after  the  second  day  of  the  session.

School  teachers  attending  the  College  Summer  Session 
under  the  G.  I.  Bill  must  show  evidence  of  regular  employ- 
ment during  the  past  school  year  as  a  teacher  (not  adminis- 
trator). Evidence  should  be  in  the  form  of  a  statement 
from  a  public  school  official  and  must  be  surrendered  to  the 
College  at  the  time  re-entrance  papers  are  filed. 
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ADMISSION  STANDARDS 

The  level  of  instruction,  course  requirements  concern- 
ing student  achievement  and  requirem.ents  for  admission 
are  the  same  for  summer  as  for  the  regular'  school  year. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SUMMER  SESSION  DOES  NOT 
CONSTITUTE  ADMISSION  TO  THE  REGULAR  SES- 
lONS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  health  service  facilities  of  the  College  are  avail- 
able to  summer  session  students.  The  College  Infirmary  is 
open  throughout  the  session  with  a  full-time  nurse  on  duty, 
and    college  physician  is  on  call.
